Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1959. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of 
the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
of  the  District,  HOUSING  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
OF  FOOD.  Separate  Reports  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

The  POPULATION  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  for  mid-1959  was  108,560,  an  increase  of  1,910  over 
the  mid-1958  figure.  The  population  figures  for  each  District  are  given 
on  page  11,  together  with  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous 
year;  an  increase  of  population  occurred  in  each  of  the  five  Districts 
of  the  Area. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  (number  of  births  per  1,000  popula¬ 
tion)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  16.3  compared  with  14.6  for  the 
Area  m  1958.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1959  was  16.5 
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The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1,000  popula¬ 
tion)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  11.7  whereas  that  for  England 
and  Wales  was  11.6;  in  1958  the  death  rate  in  the  Joint  Health  Area 
was  12.2. 

In  the  Table  of  Statistics  on  page  12,  in  addition  to  the  Crude  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  Adjusted  Birth  and 
Death  Rates  are  also*  shown.  These  Adjusted  Rates  are  obtained  by 
multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability  Factors  for  the 
individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General;  the  Factor 
makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population  in  a  particular  District,  and  so  allows  the  Rates  better  to 
be  compared  with  one  another  and  with  the  Death  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 


The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was 
18.1  compared  with  22.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  4  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area 
was  13.6  compared  with  15.8  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  EARLY  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  1  week  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  was  13.0. 

The  PERINATAL  MORTALITY  RATE:  (stillbirths  and  deaths 
under  1  week  combined,  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths)  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  was  30.6. 

This  Rate  together  With  the  Early  Neo-Natal  Mortality  Rate  are 
included  for  the  first  time  this  year  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

No  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  the  Joint  Health  Area 
during  the  year. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  table  showing  the  causes  of  death  is 
given  on  page  13.  The  commonest  cause  of  Male  Deaths  was  Coronary 
Disease  with  a  total  of  122  deaths  compared  with  136  for  the  previous 
year.  The  commonest  cause  of  Female  Deaths  was  Vascular  Lesions 
of  Nervous  System  with  a  total  of  112  deaths  compared  with  127  for 
the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  Lung  or 
Bronchus  were  58  Male  and  7  Female  compared  with  45  Male  and 
14  Female  for  the  previous  year. 
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[nfectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  is  shown  for 
Bach  District  on  pages  16  to  18. 

The  incidence  of  measles  was  generally  high  throughout  the  Area. 
No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified.  No  deaths  occurred  from  scarlet 
fever,  measles  or  whooping  cough. 


4cute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  1959  no  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the 
Joint  Health  Area. 

The  numbers  of  cases  and  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Area  from 
1947,  when  the  disease  first  became  prevalent,  were  as  follows: —

On  page  21  figures  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  show 
the  number  of  persons  who  received  injections  against  poliomyelitis 
luring  the  year. 

In  February,  1960,  the  Ministry  of  Health  announced  a  further 
Bxtension  to  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme,  to  include  all 
persons  up  to  the  age  of  forty  together  with  certain  groups  of  persons 
at  special  risk.  Vaccinations  can  be  done  either  by  the  person’s  own 
doctor  if  he  is  willing  or  at  the  local  child  welfare  clinic  (usually  by 
appointment) . 

It  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  that  I  record  that  for  the  first 
time  since  1947  when  the  disease  first  became  prevalent,  no  cases 
occurred  in  the  Area  and  I  would  again  strongly  urge  that  all  those 
persons  who  are  eligible  but  have  not  yet  been  vaccinated  against  the 
disease  should  avail  themselves  of  this  protection  without  delay. 


ruberculosis. 

During  the  year  1959,  the  numbers  of  new  cases  notified  were : — 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  38  (22  male  and  16  female)  and 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  6  (5  male  and  1  female). 

There  were  7  deaths  during  the  year  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
1  male  and  3  female.  No  deaths  occurred  from  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
Bulosis. 
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The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  20.  (Under  this 
section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease). 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47.  (Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.) 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  apply  for  any  Removal  Orders  under 
this  Section  during  the  year. 

Litter  Act,  1958. 

The  dumping  of  litter  in  Seal  Chart  on  September  9th,  1959,  led  to 
a  successful  prosecution  under  the  Litter  Act.  The  firm  and  driver 
concerned  were  each  fined  £5.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  in  this 
instance  it  was  possible  to  trace  the  individuals  concerned,  as  the 
difficulty  in  using  the  Act  to  stop  the  disgusting  practise  of  dumping 
is  in  securing  the  necessary  evidence.

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One  new  bore  hole  was  sunk  to  provide  water  supply  to  a  property 
previously  dependent  upon  a  polluted  spring. 

Two  cottages  which  were  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders  were 
without  a  pure  and  sufficient  water  supply.  This  condition  was  a  con¬ 
tributory  factor  to  the  Council  making  the  Demolition  Orders.

Cafes  Restaurants  and  Canteens — Much  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  although  it 
has  not  yet  been  possible  to  complete  the  survey.  Informal  notices 
were  served  in  five  instances,  and  every  opportunity  is  taken  during 
routine  inspections  to  impress  on  employees  the  importance  of  Food 
Hygience,  and  the  serious  results  that  can  arise  from  neglect  of  the 
hygiene  code. 

Routine  visits  were  carried  out  to  Bakehouses.  It  was  necessary  to 
serve  notices  for  two  minor  contraventions. 


It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  1949  some  24  Bakehouses  were  in 
use  in  this  district,  and  in  1959  this  has  now  fallen  to  12.  Much  of  the 
bread  now  retailed  in  this  area  is  the  product  of  Factory  Bakehouses 
situated  outside  the  district.

A,  well  supply  serving  a  single  isolated  cottage  in  the  Parish  of 
Hadlow  was  found  to  be  contaminated.

Cafes,  Restaurants  and  Canteens — One  hotel  kitchen  at  Langton 
Green  and  one  restaurant  kitchen  at  Hildenborough  were  improved 
during  the  year.  Both  kitchens  are  provided  with  hygienic  equipment. 
Ail  the  other  premises  in  the  district  have  previously  been  raised  to 
the  standards  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  are  now  only 
required  to  be  redecorated  and  maintained  in  hygienic  condition. 

The  six  bakehouses  in  the  district  were  cleansed  and  redecorated 
during  the  year. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955, 
against  a  firm  of  bakers  for  retailing  a  loaf  of  bread  containing  part 
of  a  cigarette.  Solicitors  for  the  defendants  pleaded  guilty  and  the 
magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  £15  and  two  guineas  cost. 

Minor  improvements  were  effected  at  two  premises  registered  for 
the  manufacture  of  Preserved  Food  (Section  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act) . 
Ail  the  registered  premises  are  now  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Minor  faults  were  rectified  at  three  grocers’  premises.  The  position 
generally  with  regard  to  such  premises  is  considered  to  be  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Only  one  permanent  food  stall  operates  in  the  district  and  this  is 
subject  to  annual  licencing  by  the  Planning  Authority.  This  is  main¬ 
lined  satisfactorily.  Two  others  operate  for  three  weeks  during  the 
hop-picking  season  on  camps  and  are  considered  to  be  well  managed 
luring  this  period. 
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At  the  one  food  factory  redecoration  of  the  toilets  for  the  staff  was 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

No  organised  campaign  was  carried  out  during  the  year  but  the 
usual  practice  of  instructing  food  handlers  was  maintained  during 
routine  visits  to  food  premises.

Five  infestations  of  cluster  flies  during  the  Autumn  were  cleared 
with  insecticide.  The  Council  resolved  that  wasp  nests  within  dwelling 
houses  be  treated  free  and  approximately  35  nests  were  cleared. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  was  sprayed  with  a  miscible  concentrate 
of  5%  BHC,  and  fly  and  cricket  infestations  were  kept  to  a  minimum. 

Gammexane  powder  was  also  used  for  a  routine  dusting  on  the 
tipping  face.
